A priest who should rise
superior to such a weight of seeming obliga-
tions would not only be a marked man among
bis brethren, but a man of exceptional cour-
age.  One farther step will bring us from the
priesthiood to the convent, and a final, and hy
1o means nnimportant, distinetion identifics
the conventual horrors of Cracow as the work
of a community of women, A femal conveat
is the natural home of espiit de vorps in its
narrowest, its most unscrupulous, and its
most intolerant form.

But perhapsit will still be asked, how does this
account for theinhuman eruelties practised on
Barbura Ubryk ?  For what particular reasons
il became convenient to inearcerute her, we
sy be better able to judge when the trial is
over. But supposing she had broken her vow
of chastity, which is her own account of the
watter, and scandal was likely to ensue, the
explanation is not far to seek.  And precisely
in proportion to the intensity and the nar-
rowness of caste feeling 1s it sure to be rath-
less when its supposed interests ave at stake.
The nun who would bring disgrace on her
Urder is immured for the same reason that
the deserter from the Trade-Union is blown

up in his bed, or shot from bLehind
g wall In  such chses the sense of
eapreit il corps appeals to two of the

sirongest as well as the basest of haman pas-
sions—self-interest and fear. It is better that
the unhappy woman should be degraded to
the condition of a brate Least than that the
credit of the Order should sufter. And when
anee this iniguitous policy has heen resolved
upon, it st be carried outat all costs rather
thin risk the deeper diseredit or aciual danger
of a discovery. It bhas often been observed
that no one is 5o reckless of cruelty as a man
who is thoroughly frightened, and still more
this ti'ue of a wowan, The apocryphal
story of a late chureh dignitary, who is said
to huve boasted of his **presence of mind” in
rapping the knuckles of a man who had
fallen overboard and was endangering the
sufety of the boat by his drowning etforts
regan his !:];rr'l' TTRN { S T good
illnstration  of  this.
